Christian in 1A semifinals 


One of the state’s newest and 
most hotly contested high 
school football-rivalries will be 
renewed Friday night when the 
Brantley Bulldogs host the 
American Christian Patriots, in 
the semifinal round of the Class 
1A state playoffs. 

The Bulldogs will bring a 12- 
1 record and a 12-game winning 
streak into the clash, while the 
Patriots will bring the state’s #1 
ranking and a perfect 13-0 
record.
